'I'll 
leading men of both parties seem to be 
agreed that the extreme views ollioiully ex- 
pressed by the Queen to Mr. Willis do not 
at all reflect the sentiments of either her 
native or foreign adherents. It is quite cer- 
tain that their publication has made her ex- 
tremely unpopular among her own party. 

The pure Hawaiians, especially, huvo a 
strong dislike of sanguinary proceedings and 
aro deeply displeased with the Queen for 
insisting on such a thing. In an interview 
a very intelligent royalist Haiti that these 
utterances of tho Quoon had put her restora- 
tion out of the question. He believed that 
a pomptimije uiight bo hoped for on Kaiu- 
lani. On the other hand the anger caused 
by the Queen'B language has intensified the 
thoroughly bitter opposition to the restora- 
tion of the monarchy in any shape. 

A still further sensation of a different sort 
was produced by the lists shown to Mr. 
Willis by ex -Marshal Wilson of tho persons 
Belected to advise and usaist iu carrying out 
the severe measures proposed by him to 
crush out the other party. Under existing 
circumstances such a list becomes a black 
list. Consequently a large number of those 
whose names are on it have hastened 
to declare in tho pipers that they 
were not consulted in tho use of 
their names and have no sympathy 
with \\ ilson s views. Several of them re- 
pudiate the cause of royalty in strong terms. 
L'oneul Schujer and Judge Robertsen among 
them are well known sympathisers with the 
Provisional Government Paul Neumann re- 
pudiatea all sympathy with Wilson. Sev- 
ral of tho names are those of prominent, 
ilico holders suoh ub Bioket ton and Boyd, 
who denounce Wilson's uso of thoir names. 

Among the queer situations caused by the 
abortive attempt to restore the Queen is 
that of Mr. Verley, now in Honolulu, who 
arrived here lust week with credentials as 
French Commissioner and Consul-Gem ral, 
which are addressed not to tho existing Gov- 
ernment, but to Queen Liliuokalani. He 
had been waiting for a long time in Paris, on 
a salary, for the Government to change its 
name, and left for Honolulu at once upon 
the receipt, by tho French Foreign Olliee, of 
otlicial telegram from Washington an- 
nouncing that the Queen had been restored. 
Mr. Vol ley has now to wait for credentials 
to the Provisional Government. Ho says; 
"I find here only what you call a Provisional 
Government, It is nothing." Ho had evi- 
dently neglected, on his wty across tho con- 
tinent, to read the news from Honolulu, 

On the 3rd inst., at 11 a.m., us II. M. 
Castle, editor of tho Advertiser, arrived at 
the door of his nflice on a bicycle, l'aul 
Neumann demanded of him an apology for 
hia editorial utterances. On Castle re- 
fusing, Neumann struck him on tho mouth 
before he wus clear of his wheel. Oustlo 
made for him, but wus seized from behind 
by VV. H. Cornwell, while Neumann got in 
oral blows on hia head with a cane before 
he could throw Cornwell oil, all the time 
lling them cowards. Castle was but 
slightly injured and does not prosecute. 
Cornwell profesaed to bo tryiug to separate 
them. 

Tho offensive editorial was as follows : 
There is trouble in the royalist, camp. 
Chief law adviser Neumann ia up in umn 
against, that pillar of tho state and left-hand 
man of Mrs. Dominis, ex-Marshal Silson. 
There is an issue of veracity botsveen the 
two gentlemen, and outsiders ure at loss 
which to believe. It is such a strange and 
infusing thing to havo to believo cither of 
them that judgment lies down quite helpless. 
It is no wonder that Neumann docs not 
like tho way in which Wilson bus 
drawn him into complicity with the 
barbarous BchemeB of tho ox-Queen.

DEALING WITH THE LORDS. 
Rt. Hon. Campbell H innerman, Secretary 
of Stuto for War, paid in a speech lust even- 
ing at Newcastle that the question was 
whether a free solf governing community or 
a body of irresponsible hereditary peers 
ought to prevail. Professor Bryee, Chan- 
cellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, said to u 
meeting in Liverpool : " If the House of 
Lords will force the conflict, we must clear 
away the bar on which so many vessola 
freighted with useful legislation have been 
wrecked." 

Sir Charles Russell, Attorney-General, in 
addressing tho Liberals at Wisebeaeh, said : 
" Tho question now is whether the Lords, 
sitting by accident of birth, can bo 
allowed to mangle an act passed by 
the chosen representatives of the people." 

These extracts from tho spueoheB of tho 
most conspicuous Liberals show which way 
the wind blows. Instead of Homo Rulo, 
the abolition cf the House of Lords is taking 
first place among the questions of the day, 
The peers themselves, judged from thoir un- 
usually industrious attendance on their Par- 
liamentary sittings, Beem to have tho con- 
sciousness that their situation is precarious. 
On all votes they now turn out two hundred 
strong againat tho Government. The pro- 
gramme that finds much favor among tho 
Radicals just now is that the Ministers 
bluntly refuse to accept the Peers" amend- 
ments to cither tho Parish Councils or Em- 
ployer's Liabilities bills ami introduce a bill 
to reform the Upper Houso by abolishing 
tho system of hereditary legislators. On tho 
strength of this action tho Radicals say the 
Cabinet should then 

APPEAL TO THX COUNTRY. 

One nhstaclo to this courso ie Mr. Glad- 
stone's invincible attachment to tho heredi- 
tary Upper House, another is the Premier's 
Btronp deaire to see the Home Rulo bill kept 
in tho foreground cf Liberal legislation. 
DeBpito his influence, however, the time ia 
ripening for the abolition of the Upper 
House in its present form. If the wire- 
pullers of tho National Liberal Federation 
have a free hand, tho agitation against the 
Houso of Lords \*ill become tho leading 
question of the hour. 

The Houso of Commons will resumo work 
on Monday, and tho Cabinet will meet on 
Tuesday. About February 22, Parliament 
will bo prorogued; hut will ro-assemblo 
within a week to hear in the Queen's 
Speech how the Government proposo to 
settle with the Lirds. 

The Hyde Park demonstration against 
the Lords bids fair to be the lurgest political 
gathering ever aeon in London. All the 
trudes councils in tho country will send 
delegates. It is estimated that more than 
500,000 persons will march from tho ThameB 
embankment to the Houses of Parliament 
and thence to the park to hear the speeches. 

Tho silver crisis in India is tho principal 
topic in the city. Tho fall of the motal to u 
fraction below thirty pence per ounco means 
that Bilver is now fifty per cent, under its 
currency value in the colonial empire. Thus 
a crown pieco requires only half a crown's 
worth of silver in it h coinage. Tho India 
Government are at their wits' end tp devise 
a way of meet ing the crisis. Tho Anglo- 
Indian bunks will decide tho development 
of the immediate future. 

The Statist says : Indian importing houses 
are in difficulties. The fall of rupea paper 
compels very large eales. Although for a 
generation India has enjoyed immunity from 
the panics which gold countries have suffered 
from timo to time, there now comes rumors 
of u collapse. Tho India Council ought to 
announce immediately that billa will not ho 
pressed upon tho market, as well as reverae 
tho whole policy of stopping the mintugo of 
silver. 

ADMIRALTY FLANS STOLEN. 

The Admiralty Lorda huvo been thrown 
into a atato of consternation by the theft of 
the machinery plana of tho new torpedo de- 
stroyers of the Haveck typo. The Govern- 
ment ordered a fleet of forty- two of tho 
Haveoks and Bent the plana to a private 
firm on the Clyde. The papers wore stolen 
en route. Tho poBtal officials who must 
have handled them have disappeared. 

This week's Field says : American yachta- 
men will ho diauppointed to hear that tho 
Valkyrie will not race in American waters 
next season. It was expected that tho 
Vigilant and Colnnu would be fitted out to 
meet the Valkyrie, but it bus been definitely 
decided that neither will race with her. It 
would bo very interesting to see the Ameri- 
can cup races over again, tho Valkyrie hav- 
ing more canvas ; but Lord Dunravcn ia 
right in not wishing to sail his yacht against 
inferior craft. 

RDSSO-QERMAN TREATV. 

Tho commercial treaty between Gormnny 
and Russia was finally signed to-day. The 
North Gorman Gazette, in announcing tho 
fact, proceeds to comment on a lino imply- 
ing that tho treaty is an offonaivo and de- 
fonso alliance. In ministerial circlea the 
i reaty is taken for what it is worth ; that it 
asaistB to prevent but does not deter war. 
Trade and commercial circlea hail it as an 
undoubted success.

RUSSIAN HORRORS. 

Blood Curdling Revolutions us totueAtroc- 
ties Perpetrated at Soglhdlan. 

LONDOir, Feb. 10.— Tho Standard's St. 
Petersburg correspondent says: "Tho re- 
port of tho commission of inquiry into con- 
ditions at tho convict station at Oaor, 
Saghalian, reveals numrrous instances of 
mercileas Hoggings and of fingers and arms 
lopped off with sabroa. Cannibalism, 
prompted by famine, is a common occur- 
rence. Murder followed by cannibalism is 
frequently committed, solely with a viow to 
procuring execution aa a termination of tho 
misery of life, Several convicts sometimes 
dispute before tho officials for tho responsi- 
bility of guilt. During 1892 almost u con- 
tinuous string of convoys with mutilated 
corpses passed from Ouor to Rykovskaya, 
where the officials resido. No inquiries 
wore inude, but tho bodies weio 
forthwith burned. Neither of tho 
doctors in Rykovskaya ever visited Onor. 
A band of convicts in 1893 wero committed 
to the charge of an inspector who was un- 
ablo to read or write, to construct a road 
from Onor to Rykovskaya. Their failure 
fully to accomplish tho work was punished 
witn a reduction of rations. When they 
wero unablo to work longer they were shot 
with revolvers, and the deaths were entered 
aa "from disease." Tho chief author of 
theso atrocities was tho convict Bickhoff, u 
favorite of tho Commandant, who created 
him an inspector-general, ami lately recom- 
mended him for his good oenduct." 

REV- Df I. DOUGLAS. 

Ills Condition Very Serious-Believed to bo 
Lying at the Point of Death. 

Montreal, Feb. 10.— (Special.)— Rev. 
Georgo Douglass, LL.D, principal of the 
\\ esleyan college, is said to bo lying at the 
point of death. Ho is very low to-night, and 
gradually sinking. Two weeks ago both his 
feet wore amputated, and this has increased 
tho weakness of the patient. Dr. Douglass 
was born in Roxburghshire, Scotland, in 
1S25, removing with his family to Montreal 
in 1832. Ho was apprenticed to a bhv 
smith, and after attending a private school 
and serving in a book store entered into 
partnership with hia brother James, a car 
penter and builder, who, like himself, sub 
sequently bocamo a Methodist minister. An 
insatiable reader and possessed of an unusu 
ally polished diction, combined with a 
wonderful gift of eloquence, Mr. Douglass 
was advised by his friends to study for til 
bar, but instead ho turned his attentions to 
medicine. Becoming, however, unit 
ed with the Methodist church ho 
served as a layman very acceptably 
in a variety of capacities, tho result 
being that in 1849 ho went to England to 
attend the Wealeyan Theological college ; 
but missionaries being wanted at oneo for 
the West Indies ho volunteered, and was 
sent to the Bahamas. Hero hia health be 
came completely undermined, the result of 
tho stings of poisonous insects, which caused 
tho paralysis of his arms, deprived him of 
hia sight, and otherwise severely crippled 
him. As soon as he waa ablo ho returned 
to Canada and entered zealously upon tho 
work of tho ministry, and despite all his 
physical disadvantages filled soino of tho 
most prominent pulpits in tho connection 
For tho last twelve or fifteen yeara he has 
been preaident of the Wesleyan college, 
Montreal, a position which ho has filled 
with tho greatest satisfaction to the Confer- 
ence as well aB to tho students under his 
care. In many of tho moat important social, 
political and religious controversies Dr. 
Douglass has taken a prominent part, and 
tho news of tho sad condition of him who 
has been woll termed " a grand old man 
will be heard with deep regret.

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A MILITARY EPISODE. 



Wby the Canadiau Forces Did Sot 
Retiro Without Taking Pos- 
session of Batoclie 



General Middletou'a Officers Success- 
fully Kesisteil an Order of 
Doubtful Policy. 

Batocbe, the central point of tho North- 
west rebellion of 18S5, is being revived in 
tho minds of the noivepaper readers of tho 
Et»at in consequenco of a magazine article 
by MajorGeneral Sir Fred. Middloton, in 
which this passage occurs : 

"Most, if not all, of my senior oliicera 
wero of opinion that wo were not strong 
enough and ought to retiro to our last camp 
and aivait reinforcements. I differed from 
them. 1 considered, though I would have 
been glad of a few more men, that wo were 
strong enough us wo wore, and a few dayB 1 
delay before uctually forcing tho enemy's 
position would only render our men more 
tit and anxious for it, and we could ulford to 
expand nioro ammunition than tho enemy. 
Moreover, even if reinforcements wore 
found to be necessary wo could await thorn 
more advantageously where wo wore, for I 
felt certain that should wo retiro wo would 
bs followed up and our retirement might 
chanco to become a rout. Even if wo tell 
back unmolested, tho fact of our retiring 
would bo made the most of all over the 
Northwest Territories and a general riaiog 
would probably take place. So I deter- 
mined to hold on at all hazards where we 
were, oven to koeping with us tho wounded, 
whom I at one time thought of sendiLg 
back." 

This account is warmly contradicted in u 
lotter to tho Montreal Gazette by Lt.-Col. 
HoughtoD, D A.G., formerly of this city, 
who wustho second in command of tho North 
West field forco. Ho imputes tho General's 
statements to failing memory, und as he 
considers thorn disparaging to the officers of 
tho fores ho givoB the following version of 
what did occur : 

On the day in question, May i), lS8f>, or 
the first day of tho attack upon the rebels' 
position at Hatoche, at about ^:,')0 p.m., I 
rodo up to General Middloton, who was on 
horseback and alone, near the door of the 
church (described on his plan), with tho in- 
tention of proposing to lead a couple of com- 
panies to a certain position, from whence 
they could outflank and enfilade some of the 
enemy, who were occupying rille pits about 
from fivo to six hundred yards to our left 
front, in the vicinity of tho cemetory, from 
which they were keeping up a desultory firo 
on our men. As I came up to him ho 
appeured much excited and told mo to order 
au immediate retreat to our camp of tho 
previous night, some eight miles distant. I 
took the liberty of remonstrating with him 
upon the inadvisabnity of 8uch a step, 
pointing out to him tho extremely bad 
moral effect such action would have upon 
our young soldiers, and what an oppouito 
effect upon tho enemy. I suggested to 
him that this would be doubtless claimed as 
a victory by them, and roported by signals 
for hundreds of miles in every direction 
over the country before morning, and that 
in all probability it would have the imme- 
diate effect of turniog thousands of tho then 
neutral Indians into "hostiles." I had 
some considerable knowledge of tho feelings 
entertained by the Indian warriors of tho 
Northwest Territory, which had been part 
of my command for tho last four years, dur- 
ing which timo I had been a close observer 
of them, us ho was well aware from certain 
reportH which I had furnished him for tho 
information of tho Government several 
months before tho outbreak of the rebellion. 
He exhibited the greatest impatience dur- 
ing this conversation, and at length Hew in- 
to a towering pasBion and Baid : " I did not 
call you here, sir, to ask your advice or 
opinion. I have alroady consulted with all 
my officers with whom I desiro to consult. 
You have got my orders, and I insist upon 
your carrying them out directly." 

To this I replied: " General Middloton, 
1 Bho.ll oxeculo your orders at once, but 
before doing so I desire to say that, as 
Duputy Adjutant-General and second in 
command, 1 disapprove of and protest 
against this action, as I feel confident it 
will result in disaster, not only to this force, 
but also, unfortunately, to the others acting 
in concert with us, and to tho settlers gener- 
ally throughout tho country, and I desire to 
wash my hands of all blame which may 
attach to it." 

I thon galloped away to convey his orders 
to the proper quarters. In less than ten 
minutes tho force was in motion, and the 
half of Boulton's mounted infantry ordered 
to cover tho front of the retreat ( he oth. it- 
half being directed to cover the rout), 
were fully half a mi.'o from the main 
body, and in full and orderly re- 
treat. As 1 passed tho transport 
corp.', I had given orders to Mr. Sinclair, 
who was in charge thai, di»v, to eend twenty 
teams 'o tho church nt ouca for the convey- 
ance id the wounded, of whom there were 
theu Homo ten or twelve being attended to 
there by Brigade Surgeon Orton and the 
other surgeons of the fore 1 had ordered 
theso spare teams, feeling confident there 
would bo a considerable increase to our cas- 
ualty list ero wo should reach our destina- 
tion. At I returned, I overtook and passed 
them, urriving at tho church a few hundred 
yards ahead of them. 1 did not dismount, 
but culled out at the door for Brigade Sur- 
gson Orton, who responded immediately, 
and to whom I then delivered the General's 
orders, telling him to lose no time in get- 
ling tho wounded ready for removal to tho 
wagons, which would arrive directly for 
their conveyance. Ho seemed quite 
thunderstruck, and asked me what 
I thought of such a movement. I 
replied that, personally, 1 highly disap- 
proved of it, and that / had so informed the 
General. 

He urged me to again try remonstrance 
with him, but J positively decliuod to do 
so, relating to him my recent conversation 
with the General on tho subject, and telling 
him that I would not lay myself open to a 
repetition of 'such gross insult as I had then 
received from him, for any consideration 
Whatever, adding tho words " Not to save 
the wholo force— myself included — from an- 
nihilation. Dr. Orton then stated that he 
did not sco his wuy to moving tho wounded 
over tho terrible corduroy road lying bo- 
twoen us and tho last camp, especially in 
the rough, sptingless freight wagons, which 
wero all that were at his disposal for tho 
purpose ; and declared that ho did not 
beliove that one-half of them would live 
to reach their destination. The wagons 
by this timo were just urriving at tho 
church door, and Dr. Orton, looking at 
thorn, continued, "No, sir I my professional 
roputation is at stake, and I positively rc- 
fuso to murdor the patiouts under my 
ehargo by carrying out this order ; ao you 
may send tho wugons away, and tell iho 
General that I have decided upon remaining 
hero with tho wounded and taking my 
chances with the onemy in proforence to so 
doing." I suggestod that us tho General 
was cloao by, it might bo bettor that ho 
Bhould interview him personally upon the 



subject, adding that it would be absolutely 
impossible for him to continuo tho retreat 
under such circumBtancea. To this Dr. 
O ton immediately consented, und walked 
up to where the General waa Btill sitting 
on his horse — about fifty yards away — 
and told him hia decision. I did not join in 
this colloquy, but could soo and hear all 
that passed, as their dialogue was carried 
on in no undertone. Tho Ganerul waa 
very angry, and spoko of tho consequences 
of "disobedience of orders in front of tho 
enemy," mo. , but Orton atood firm and re- 
peated what ho had previously said to mo 
upon the subject, adding that ho had fully 
determinod upon keeping tho wounded 
whore they wero and remaining with them 
himself; uIbo that ho had no fear of ill- 
treatment at tho hands of the enemy for 
oithor himself or them. 

"That simply means thon," cried tho Gen- 
oral, " that I must stay here," and turning 
to mo, ho contiuuod : "Colonel Houghton, 
atop tho retreat at once and order all back 
to the positiona which they oocupiod before 
the order to retreat waa given." This, I 
need not say, was carried out with the great- 
est pleasure and alacrity, and in less than 
fifteen minutes ufterwurds all were back in 
their places juat ua though tho rotroat had 
never been thought of, and, happily, with- 
out its having boon perceived by tho enemy. 



COMMON SENSE ON PA1UDE. 



The New Imperial Drill Book to Be 
Osetl by the Canadian 
Militia. 



The Soldier to Be Treated on a 
Friendly Basis and Not 
as au Automaton. 



" Common sense on parade " bidB fair to 
become tho guiding motto of Her Majesty's 
army, in tho drill and exorcises of which 
thoro have boon within tho past few years 
very radical changes, all in the direction ot 
simplifying tho movemonta. It is evidently 
the intontion of General Herbert that while 
under his command the Canadian militia 
shall be kept aa noarly up to date as possi- 
ble, and a general order just issued provides 
that tho book of infantry drill as revised by 
Her Majosty's command in 189.'! will honco- 
forth bo used in tho Canadian militia. As 
infantry drill forma an important part of the 
accomplishments of tho British Columbia 
Battalion of Garrison Artillery, the order 
above referred to will bo read with interest 
horo. It proceeds : 

In plucing this book in tho hands of 
the militiu, the Major Genoral Commanding 
desires to draw attention to the army o. dor 
dated tho 1st June, 1893, which is to bo 
found therein, and in particular to tho 
third paragraph of that order, 

li. This paragraph lays down tho necessity 
for precision in tho early stages of tho 
soldier's instruction, viz. : in tho squad, 
section and company's drill. 

4. The Major Genoral Commanding do- 
sires further to draw attention to general 
order (21) of the '2-1 th December, 1891, in 
which his remarks on the militia training 
are given as follows, viz : "Tho drill of 
tho company individually, as a company or 
ua a squad, has been neglected. • » * « 
It is then seen that tho siguificanco of tho 
company ua a tactical unit, is not sufficiently 
appreciated, and still less so that of tho 
minor units, half companies and sections." 
He trusts that oliicera will do their utmost 
to amend this fault. 

5 In order that tho timo available for 
drill may be utilized to tho utmoot, in a 
practical manner, the following rules will be 
observed : 

(a.) Part IX, "Ceremonial," will not be 
included in course of training of the militia. 

(it ) Tho sizing of companies, part X, 
sect. 'I'l'l, will not bo carried out. Com- 
panies uro to be siz?d roughly from llanka to 
centre, but aa cohesion within the section is 
of moro importance than accurate sizing, 
brothors, relations or " chums " are to be 
placed in tho same section without refercuco 
to siz-). 

(<• ) Special attention is drawn to part II, 
" Company organization," sect. 58, general 
rulea. It will bo borne in mind, that the 
full strength of a company of Canadian 
militia should be 32 files (i.e. (if rank and 
tile exclusive of sergeants and supernumer- 
aries), and thus that tho section should con- 
sist of N tiles with a front of U yards. 

(</ ) Companies of a less strength than 
that given ill (■• ) are invariably to parade in 
single rank, and are to be drilled in single 
rank, in order that all runks may become 
accustomed to working with the full cim- 
puny front, of 24 yards. 

(/.) Companies will parade as shown in 
plate VII, figure 2, with an interval of two 
paces between sections. The formation 
given in plate VI will not be adopted un- 
less necessitated by confined lateral space. 

(/ ) Saluting (part 1, section 7) will bo 
practised with the right hand only. 

(;/ ) Physical drill should be practised reg- 
ularly in city battalions. The system of 
devoting an hour ot each drill to one only 
of tho exercises detailed in part 1, section 
4H, will be found most advantageous Not 
moro than two practices should be at- 
tempted in the whole drill season. Phya- 
ioal'drill should always bo performed in 
shirt sleeves 

A book on "Manual, firing and bayonet 
exercises, with tho order of guard mount- 
ing, for tho use of the Canadian militia," 
haH been authorized and issued, and it is 
ordered that the exercises therein described 
are to be adhered to by all infantry units 
without exception. Copies of tho book 
have not yet, been distributed here, but a 
disappointing feature is that it uppeara to 
deal with the Snider rifle, which would in- 
dicate that that arm is not to disappear so 
Boon as had been expected by many. The 
Montreal Gazette says: "From a cursory 
glance tho instructors will have harder work 
than formerly, especially in the manual, for 
not only have they to teach the men tho 
names of all parts of tho rille (Snider), but 
at the same timo tho men havo to commit 
to memory the names of tho difl'erent parts 
and answer questions in regard to tho same. 
Ono strong point, and it is a good one, is 
that the men aro under this new book, 
taught far moro than in tho old days about 
using a riflo for shooting and target prac- 
tice. "

NO APOLOGY NEEDED. 

Wo are accused by the orgnu of the Oppo- 
sition of having " abused " the Leader of 
the Opposition and apologised for the " Min- 
ister." Wn have douo neither the one uor 
tho other. Wo characterized tho part which 
Mr. Beaven has taken in the attack on tho 
Provincial .Secretary in terms that many 
may consider altogether too mild, 
and wo have not apologised for 
the " Minister " for tho simple and 
sufficient reason that lie has done nothing 
that requires an apology from any one. 
The transaction which is coudemued by the 
men whose sense of honor ia so delicate that 
they can, without a scruple, make a public 
use of private documents which have been 
either stolen or come into their possession in 
au irregular way, was, in all its details, per- 
fectly proper and honorable, and ono with 
which the Legislature of this province has 
properly nothing whatever to do. 

According to the rule which it suits tho 
Opposition now to lay down, a cabinet min- 
ister while in cflice cannot transact private 
business of any kind. He must allow his 
private utT.iirs to fall into confusion or place 
them entirely in the hands of agents. No 
man who is acquainted with the way in 
which Cabinet ministers do their duty both 
here and in the Mother Country will deny 
Col. Baker the right while in oflice to sell 
here in Victoria the Cranbrook estate or 
any other property he may own. And what 
is the difference between his disposing of it 
in British Columbia anil selling it in Eng- 
land ? Surely the fact that his travelling 
expenses tu England were paid by the prov- 
ince does not deprive him of any privilege 
he can enjoy or any right he can exercise at 
home. If while he is in office ho can Bell 
property and transact other private busi- 
ness in British Columbia he can with equal 
propriety do so when he happens to be in 
England. What was proper for htm to do 
in the ono country is just as proper for him 
to do in the other. 

If a gentleman, when he accepts a seat in 
the Government of the province, is to be de- 
barred from transacting any private busi- 
ness, no one who is fit to sit in tho Executive 
Council and to perform the duties of tho Head 
of a Department, could be prevailed upon to 
take oliice. The Government would bo 
composed of fourth or fifth rate men who 
would not be able to earn the salary of a 
member of tho Government in any other 
capacity. This, no doubt, is tho state of 
things which Beaven, Brown, Kitchen, 
Cotton k Co., would like to bring about. 

INCORRIGIBLE. 

The Times, instead of proceeding to show 
that its romance about the Premier and the 
Cbilliwack delegation was not pure licti»n 
impudently doubts tho truth of our denial 
This is a way that our contemporary lias 
It states what is not true, and, instead of 
considering itself under any obligation to 
substantiate its statement, it turns round 
and abuses any ono who exposes tho falsity 
of its statement. Evidently, according to 
its tables, two falaohoods make ono truth 
and any number of lies and false assump- 
tions make incontrovertible proof. 

Tho organ of tho Opposition doclines to 
accept Mr. CharloB Wilson's declaration 
that he was a supportor of tho Government 
at the laBt general election. If tho pub- 
lished card of a candidate is not to be takon 
as evidence of the principles ho holds and 
tho side ho takes, wo should like very much 
to know how are tho olectors to find out 
whether ho is for tho Government or tho 
Opposition '.' Tho Times expects its readers 
to take tho Colonist's disapproval of Mr. 
Wilson's candidaturo us proof that ho was 
not a supporter of tho Government. 
It must have a very poor opinion of 
tho good sense and tho discernment 
of its readers when it belie oa that t.he'y 
will take opposition to tho inopportune 
candidature of a member of the party whoso 
cause a newspaper espouses, aa proof that 
ho does not belong to that party, and that, 
too, in face of tho express declaration of the 
candidate himself to tho contrary. But thia 
is only cue more oxamplo of the utter 



nonsense which the organ of tho Opposition 
tries to pass off on its readers as good Benso 
and sound reasoning. Mr. Charles Wilson 
was at tho last goneral election an inde- 
pendent supporter of tho Government, and 
Kitchen, Brown & Co., did what was con- 
spiciously dishonest when they counted tho 
votes polled for him among thoso that wero 
cist for opponents of tho Government. 

A NEWSPAPER SERMON. . 

Tho Now York Herald, in ono of its ser- 
mons, take3 tho position that " all men are 
solfmade." Many will deny this. There 
are people who hold that man is a creaturo 
of circumstances, that ho lives under so 
many conditions and iB subject to so many 
inlluonees over which ho has no control, and 
ciu have no control, that tho sphere in 
which it ia possible for his will— if he really 
has a free will — to act ia very narrow, 
deod. This controversy, respecting froo 
will and fate, is very old, indeed, and it to 
day appears to be aa far from being decided 
as over. But tho Herald assumes that men 
have wills of thoir own, and aro free to exer 
ciae them for the elevation or tho dograda 
tion of thoir moral being. Tho Lirst para- 
graphs of tho sermon aro evidently intended 
to bo startling. Thoy aro as follows : 

"Everyman is tho creator of a world, 
and therein he is supreme until death comes 
and orders him to abdicate 

" There are as many worlds as there an 
men and women. Each one of them ha: 
been created out of tho chaos of circum 
stance, and each ouo does credit or dis 
credit to tho miniature monarch wiio is its 
ruler." 

According to the Herald scrmonizer, th 
materials for making onotelf aro within th 
reach of every human boing. Tho good 
things of the world are evenly distributed, 
and so aro those which aro not generally 
considered good. Neither money nor fame, 
he asserts, are in tho category of tho really 
good things. 

" The opportunity to increase tho size of 
tho soul," he Bays, " is universal like the 
sunshine, and there is no niggardliness in 
any corner of tho globB. Never yet lived a 
man, whether he slept under a thatched roof 
or in a palace, who lacked the chance to 
hammer his soul into some divine shape. 

" Neither poverty nor riches aro necessary 
to character. Ono need not go to Congress 
or paint a picture for the Salon, or write a 
poem which shall sing to posterity, or cross 
tho threshold of the White House by invi- 
tation of tho people in order to be fitted for 
hoaven." 

The sorrowB of lifo, we are told, are as 
evenly distributed as its good things ; no 
position is exempt from trouble, and men 
everywhere and in all conditions of life are 
liable to be ulllicted. Of the sorrows of life, 
the sermon Bays : 

" They are the fire and anvil in tho smithy 
by which crudo metal is changed to a To- 
ledo blade." 

All this, though somewhat different in 
form, is in subB'-anee very like an orthodox 
sermon. Men are all endowed with capa- 
bilities, and all have their opportunities, 
and they are to be held responsible for the 
use they make of them. This if) what the 
parable of tho talents teaches. We are also 
taught that the true measure of worth is not 
oarthly distinction or worldly success. In 
this the Herald, too, is orthodox. It says: 

"Your surroundings count for very little; 
your character counts for a great deal. A 
man is not noble because he has a title and 
is permitted w talk with kings. There are 
great souls dree i '1 in tatters and Bmail aonls 
robed in purple. 

"By and by we shall Bee what our eyes 
are too dull to perceive — that whatever our 
station in life we make our own misery and 
happiness, and neither wealth nor poverty 
haB anything to do wil u them. The creativo 
power ia in the heart, he purpose, tho aim. 
Pity it, is that wo remain so long blinded to 
this fact." 

There is nothing that ia now but very 
much that ia true in all this. The beauty 
of holiness and the aupcrioiity of moral 
excellence to every thing olse that can be 
attained by men aro taught by Christian 
teachers of all denominations, and, sad to 
say, disregarded or not appreciated by the 
great majority of their hearers. Tho things 
that are near and visible and that are most 
highly prized by men generally, aro more 
sought after than thoao which are not easily 
porceived and which when attained do net 
raise tho possessor in tho estimation of their 
fellow men. It ia now as it haa always 
beon, tho shadow is thought moro of 
than tho substance, tho false glaro than the 
true light. Is thia men's own fault 1 If, as 
the Herald affirms, " men are self-made," it 
cortainly is. ThiH ia the conclusion to 
which the newspaper Bcrmon leads us, and 
this ia tho conclusion which nearly all the 
sermons preached by orthodox divines in 
the orthodox way compel us to form. 



ST A TE SOCIA LISM. 

Wo hoar much in these days about the 
succeaa of Btato socialism in Now Zealand, 
but it scams to bo forgotten that that col- 
ony is still in a transition state, and that 
much of its state socialism has not yet ad- 
vancod beyond the experimental stage This 
is particularly truo about tho attempt of 
tho state iu New Zealand to form labor col- 
onies. The Government there, in order to 
prevail upon men to sottlo upon tho soil, 
haa given settlors land on perpetual lease, 
99!) years, at what is now considered a low 
rent, and has also made advances to them 
in order to enable them to get easily over 
tho hardships of tho first years of 
settlement. What tho result of thia 
Bystom, if it ia made gonoral, will be no ono 
can yet toll, So far, theuo foatored 
settlements have not been an unqualified 
success. Tho Earl of Onslow, in a very in- 
teresting address which ho delivered a short 
time ago before tho Royal Colonial Instituto 
on "State Sooialiam and Labor Government 
in Antipodean Britain," thus desoiibea tho 



condition in which ho found two of these 
settlements, "one formed by a voluntary as- 
sociation of earnest, industrious men, under 
a capable leader, the other by a mixed band 
of unemployed— settlers rather from neces- 
sity than choice — who met for tho first timo 
in tlio steamer which took them 
from tho town to eeo tho settle- 
ment. Tho latter wero making a living 
indeed, out of tho Bottlemeut, but had ex- 
pended much of the money advanced by the 
Government at the nearest storo in articlea, 
moat of which they could quite well have 
grown themaelvefl, and were clamoring to 
the Government to take them out of tho 
hole they had brought them to. Tho 
voluntary association on tho other hand, 
appeared thoroughly contented. Under a 
spreading puriri treo they gavo us a 
luncheon of bread, milk, cheese, honey, 
vegetables and fiuit, all grown on their own 
plu's. A laughing crowd of children played 
round, and their ouly complaints wero that 
tha rain played havoc with the roads, while 
they had no chance to have their plot* by 
purchase, '/or llicir very own,' cm tin 
children say." 

The weak ulaco in the scheme ia indicated 
by this last complaint. When the time for 
paying rent comes, which ia I per cent, on 
the value of the land, the demand for tho 
power to get the land which they have im- 
proved for their " very own " will become 
urgent. Settlers who redeem tho land from 
the wilderness feel [hat it ia theirs by right, 
and they will never ba content to pay rent 
either to a proprietor or to the Government 
They want tho land for their " very own,' 
and, what is more, sooner or later, they will 
become its owners. Human nature is the 
same iu New Zealand as it in North Amer 
ica, and both in the New England States 
u:.d Canada there hive been revolts agtinsl 
paying rent for bud which the sett-lore lave 
redeemed from the wilderness. 

With such examples of the success uJ in 
dividaalism in tho settlement and i>i prove 
ment of land as aro to bo found i;i Canada 
and the United Slates, it ia surprising that 
people in these days should resort- to Btato 
socialism. Tlio whole of E'isturn Canada 
and tho greater part of the United States 
have been made what they aro by the energy 
and the industry of men who roonlved no 
other aid from the state than liberty to 
clear aud improve the land and have it for 
their "very own" to leave to thoir children 
after their work was done. Will the coddled 
settlers in New Zealand anil Australia do 
moro, produce greater and better 
suits, than have the men who cleared 
tho forests and built tho cities, towns and 
villages of the Mar. time Provinces and On 
turio in Canada, and ueurly tho whole of 
tho Unittd Stated We think not. Th 
settlers made mistakes of different kinds, 
yet in spite of their blunders they hav 
managed the laud butter, and have mad 
stronger aud moro healthy commonwealths 
than if Government had insisted upon being 
sole proprietor of the soil, keeping those 
who cultiv.it.id it and improved it in other 
ways aa their tenants. The sucojss of the 
Unit'.d States aud Canada ia proof of the 
most convincing kind of the wisdom of 
making the cultivators <>f the soil its pro 
prietors.

Tun Rescue Homo on Cormorant street 
opened its doors yesterday to another victim 
of desertion, a young woman giving the 
name of Annie McCoy, a former resident of 
Seattle, who, becoming ill almost as soon as 
she arrived in thio city, was deserted by the 
man for whom she had forsaken friends and 
home. She was penniless and wandered all 
night about tho streets, falling in a doutl 
faint in the morning at the door of a private 
residence on Chambers street. The City 
Health Otlie-.-r pronounced her in need of 
careful medical attendance und ordered her 
immediate removal to tho Rcbcuo Home, 
where she is receiving careful attention.

As two gentlemen wero walking over 
James Bay bridge last evening between six 
and seven o'clock they saw a woman lying 
across the railing and gradually slipping 
over tho side head first towards the water. 
They immediately hauled her buck from her 
perilous position, when tho poor creature 
burst into a Hood of frantic weeping, 
begging to bo allowed to put an end to her 
existence, aa jho wus tired of life.

It seems that ono of her 
former admirers had declared his intention 
of getting married to another woman, where- 
upon Gcorgio became very despondent, and 
vowed she would commit suicide. YeBtcr- 
duy she was locked into hor room by some 
of her companions who wished to prevent 



hor from carrying out her intention, but eho 
climbed out of tho window and tried to 
throw herself olf the bridgo as already re- 
lated. 

The persistent destruction of glass in 
vacant nouses, by stone-throwing, is tho 
subject of a resolution given notice of by 
Aid. Munn, who wishes tho Council to call 
tho attention of tho polico commissioners to 
the matter, eo that steps may bo taken to 
prevent further breakages and to punish tho 
culprits. 

Three Chamber summonses were disposed 
of yesterday moraine by Mr. Justice 
Walkam. In Mills v. Gordon, uu order was 
/nude for the examination of the judgment 
debtor; leave to strike out certain para- 
graphs in the statement of defence was ro- 
fuseri in Monteith und Williams, and in 
Curmody v. (Mover, tho plaintiff was ordered 
to tile an affidavit of documents. 

Mil. Andrew Haslam, M P., and Cup- 
tain .Jcmes Christsnen, sr., returned to Vic- 
toria yesterday from their trip with the 
steamer Brunette to the sceno of the Kstolio 
disaster. They are certain that there is now 
no hope, the condition of tho wreckage and 
its absolute identification making it a cer- 
tainty that the steamer has tu na totally de- 
stroyed. No explanation of the manner of 
the awful accident, other than has already 
been given, is possible, as there wero no wit- 
of tho disaster, Bod theories ulnne can bo 
put forward. Tho Dominion Government 
have ordered an official investigation into 
the cause of tho catastrophe, but it is doubt- 
fid if any additional information can be 
elicited at p-esent. 

A i.p Munn has given notice of tho fol- 
lowing important resolution to be moved at 
the meeting of the council to-morrow oven- 
ing : " That as a bill entituled the Delta, 
New Westminster & Kasieru railway act, 
1894, is now under consideration by tho 
Provincial Legislature, and contemplates 
the construction of a railway from English 
Blufi", on the Strait of Georgiu, lo West- 
minster municipality, with u branch run- 
ning eastward towards the Chilliwack and 
the Upper Fraaor ; and whereas it is pro- 
posed to construct a railway and tratlic 
bridge across the Fruser at New West- 
minster, which bridge would afford access 
to the above mentioned railway, as well as 
to other railways into the city of New West- 
minster ; aud whereas the Victoria & Sidney 
railway is uearing completion, and it is pro- 
posed to establish a ferry oonnootion be- 
tween Sidney, on the above railway, and the 
Delta, Now Westminster & Eastern railway 
at English Bluff, and thereby establish 
(puck communication between the oity of 
Victoria aud New Weotminater und the im- 
portant farming settlementa on tho Lower 
Fraser; therefore, in tho opinion of this 
Council, it is desirable that the Government 
of British Columbia should give every en- 
couragement HDL. all rearonabla aid towards 
accomplishing the above object.

ELYSEES AND BOIS DE BOULOGNE. 



The City Never So Guy and Bright — Tile 
Marquise tie Nloolayasu Lender of Fash- 
ion—Her Novel and Beautiful Costumes. 
New Spring Bonnets.

I think in all tho eight years that Paris 
has been my home I have never seen it 
bo gay and bright as it is this year. It 
may be that the rich and brilliant colora 
worn have something to do with it, but 
it is like a great moving flower garden. 
Tho open carriages pass and repass along 
the crowded Champs Elysees, through 
the winding roads of tho Bois do Bou- 
logne and under tho great Arc do Tri- 
omphe, all filled witli the choicest human 
blossoms, each decked in colors as bril- 
liant as the lilies of the field. It has been 
cold and is still cold, but that does not 
hinder our belle moudaines from letting 
the fur mbes fall to the bottom of their 
landaus to show tho beauty and rich- 
ness of their toilets. 

In tiie carriages one sees superb velvet 
gowns, fur trimmed, half covered with 
great masses of jet and fancy galloons. 
There are gowns of the beautiful new 
pean de laine, which has a surface like 
tho finest chamois skin ami the firmness 
of the best broadcloth. These gowns are 
costly, since tin y are lavishly garnished 
wilh tb.' most exquisite traceries of em- 
broidery and beading, wherein the pre- 
cious metals have an honored place. 
There are silks so heavy and rich that 
they fall into square folds, and there are 

.satins that would almost stand al 

when mado into skirts. The season's 
gomls so far are marked with a quality 
far beyond anything seen for genera- 
tions. 

And some of t ho mostdaring combina- 
tions are made, and like all Parisian in- 
novations they succeed.

It would have appeared rather young 
for an} - other lady of her age, but seemed 
to be the proper costume for that hand- 
some dame. It was a mauve peau de 
soie unie, made with two skirts. The 
lower one was embroidered with three 
shades of heliotrope floss 18 inches 
deep, tin.' bottom being worked in 
scallops, which were cut out. The 
upper skirt was embroidered in a 
similar manner. The waist had a 
stomacher point garnished with price- 
less point lace. There was a pointed 
girdle of dark heliotrope velvet. Across 
the bust, high up, was a draped band 
made of velvet ribbon, fastened under 
choux of tho ribbon, and each chou had 
two long ends hanging down the front 
of the skirt.

She it was who sot 
the seal of popularity on maize and 
black. It is becoming to her, and not 
always to those who would follow her. 
She appeared very recently at an after- 
noon reception in a toilet as novel as it 
was beautiful. Her gown was of maize 
armure silk-, witli insets of black satin 
reaching from tho bottom nearly to tho 
top of the skirt and flaring about eight 
inches at the bottom. Across the front 
breadth was an ornamental band of 
black lace bordered with jet open- 
work passementerie.

Mayor Teague Promises That the City 
Will Do All in Its Power to 
Aileviutu the Distress. 

The Citizsna' Relief committee presented 
their report at a public meeting bald in tho 
Hoard of Trade rooms yesterday afternoon 
His Worship tho Mayor presiding, and 
amongst others preaont being Licut.-Col 
Prior, M.P.J A. H. Scaifo, T. J. Burnea, A. 
Wilson, W. H, MaBon, Joshua Davies, C. 
St. Barbe, H. Bostook, Aid. Dwyor and 
Rev. Solomon Cleavor. 

After tho mooting was called to order, 
Mr. Bostock read tho roport of tho Rolief 
Committeo aa follows 

"Iho committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Boatock, Burnes, Davies, Gordon, Mason, 
St. Barbo and Scaife, appointed to investi- 
gate all oasos of distress at present existing 
in the city, und to report all casen suitable 
for employment to tho City Council and to 
other employers who might bo able to find 
work for same, reported ua follows : "That 
a meeting was hold on tho :i0th ultimo, at 
which Mr. Joshua Davies was appointed 
chairman, and at which it was resolved to 
ascertain from the City Council, Provincial 
Government and privato employers of labor 
how many hands they could employ at $1 
per diem, and that unemployed persons he 
invited to register at the oliico of the com 
mittee. Tho following letter was therefore 
addressed to the Hon. tho Chief Commie- 
sioner of Lands and Works and to His Wor 
ship the Mayor : 

' Silt — 1 am directed to inform you that a 
meeting of citizens waa held in tho rooms of 
tho Hoard of Trade under the presidency of 
His Worship the Mayor with tho object of 
devising a method of ascertaining tho actual 
amount of distress among tho unemployed 
at present in this city and providing, if 
possible, work for the relief of same. An 
executive committeo consisting of Messrs, 
Boatock, Burnes, Davies, Gordon, Mason, 
St, Barba and Scaifo was appointed to worf 
in conjunction with the City Council and 
British Columbia Benevolent Socioty, 

This morning it was decided to apply to 
you and to the City Council and to private 
persona inquiring if any and what sort of 
work could bo at once provided for men at 
a uniform rate of ouo dollar a day. 

The committeo hao already received np 
plications from about seventy mon who are 
in great distress from want of work 

1 am therefore instructed to usk you to be 
good enough to favor mo with an early reply 
slating what your department may be able 
to do to further tho ot-j^ets of tho coir, 
mittee.' 

" An advertisement wan inserted in the 
Colonist and Times, calling on the unem 
ployed to register and on privato people to 
communicate with tho committeo if they 
hud any employment to <H' ; r. 

" That applic itious for work have been 
received from 213 men, of whom ;">7 are 
married with wives and families dependent 
on them, and lob' are single. The commit 
tec has used ita best endeavors to teat tin 
genuineness of each caae, aud, though it i; 
possible that there may have been frauds 
amongst tho applicants, there ia no 
doubt that the majority of these poor men 
were suffering extreme hardships, in some 
cases amounting almost to starvation fur 
want of work, aud were eager to accept any 
jobs that could bo found for them at £1 per 
diem. Only a few applicants, not inoro 
than aix or aeven, are nativta of the United 
Slates 

"The committee, not having been pro- 
vided with fundi?, desires to acknowledge 
tho timely aid and assistance of the li. C. 
Benevolent Bociety, under the guidance of 
its President, Mr. Burnes, und its Secre- 
tary, Mr. Mason, without which it would 
have been totally unable to relievo the 
immediate wants of tho most pressing casi a. 
In doing so the following orders were issued : 
For groceriea, $111.' worth; for meals, S">1 
worth; for bread, coal, clothing, etc., iJ-10 
wort h. 

" The committee begs to acknowledge the 
following donations, the sum of which 1ms 
been handed lo tho Benevolent Society : 
Single Tux, $6.90; Rev. S. Cleaver, §5; 
J. L. Forrester, §5; employes C. P. N. Co , 
9111; total, 8127.90. 

" A large quantity of clothing and many 
bread tickets have also been received from 
various donors 

"In response to its appeals tho commit- 
teo has found work for men as follows : 
City Council, 29; R. P. Rithet, 20; Messrs. 
Riley & Patterson, 0; Sayward Mill and 
Lumber Co , 0; pri\ ate individuals, ,')1 ; total, 
SS The committeo desires to thank Messrs. 
Rithet, Riley & Patterson and tho Sayward 
Mill Company for their prompt reply to its 
appeals. 

" The- folln wing reply has been received 
to the letter addressed to the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works on tho ,'iOth 
ultimo: 

Victoria, B.C., Fob. 0, 1894. 

"Silt— In reply to your letter of .'iOth 
ult.., inquiring what sort of work, if uny, 
could be at once provided for the relief of 
the unemployed in this cily, I regret to say 
that at present the Government do not see 
their way to provide uny work which 
would serve tho required purpose, 
and although sympathizing with tho ell'ort 
that ia being made by the committeo to 
relievo those who are distressed, have to 
point out that the Municipality Act (Sec. 
109) provides that it shall bo tho duty of 
tho city to make suitable provision fur its 
poor and destitute, and that the Government 
may re iniburao them an amount not to ex- 
ceed twenty-live per cent, of the moneys ex- 
pended by them for such purporo.

" To H. Boatock, Esq." 

" Tho committee having now accom- 
plished ita object aa far us iis powers permit, 
begs to be discharged and at the same time, 
ua thoro are stili 117 men on ita hooka, 
would draw attention to section 109 ol 
tho Municipal Act of 18!)2, which, us tho 
Chief Commissioner of Lauds and Works 
points out in hia lottor, provides that ' It 
ahull ho tho duty of every city and muni- 
cipality, whether created under tho General 
Municipalities Act or any special act, to 
make suitable provision for its poor and 
destitute.' 

Tho committee regrots that it was un- 
aware of the purport of this aoot.ion, us it 
would clearly appear therofrom that it waa 
tho duty of tho Council to undertake tho 
charge of thia question of the unemployed 
from the lirBt.

himself, tho speaker had no business that 
particularly took up his time, and ho was 
glad to have had tho opportunity of giving 
a helping hand in theao trying circum- 
stances. His means wero not lurgo ; ha 
wiehtd they were, for ho would omploy 
every man it he could. There wero also to 
bo thanked Mr. Rithet, Messrs. Patterson 
und Riley, aa well aa the Sayward Mill 
Company, who had made a point, of helping 
He thought, however, that tho corporation 
should have given mora help than tiny bad. 

Mr. Sr. Barbs eaid that a very large ma- 
jority of the men seeking ussistancu wero 
honestly out, of employ incut und wero do- 
siroua of taking hold oi any kind of work in 
return for the asaistauoa given them. Ho 
believed that considerable diatreaa also ex- 
isted among women aud childron who had 
no one to provide for t.honj ; but ho might 
aay that, in this connection, entirely inde- 
pendent of the committee, tho B C. Benevo- 
lent Society wero doing good work in look- 
ing after a very large number. Tho reason 
the committee made this report was because 
they were at the cud of their reaources, aud 
could not get any more work for tho men. 

Mr. Maaou remarked thutsinco the lat of 
January the BenevolenSt ocioty hud received 
in donations and subscriptions §580, and 
during the month, inclusive of what had 
been paid through tho citizens' committee, 
there hud been $150 expended for actual re- 
lief. A further amount of about §200 will 
soon be duo, but will be counted in 
with tho February disburse men ts, There 
was a balance of about $700, but 
how long that would laat would de- 
pend on circumstances, In giving 
these statistics, Mr. Mason Baid tho relief 
committeo deserved tho greatest thanks, 
especially Messrs. Hoslock and St. Barbo, 
who hud been indefatigable in their exer 
tions aud had devoted their entire time to 
the work. 

Mayor Teague said the council bad voted 
$1,01)0 for tho park and $500 for rook crush- 
ing, and the genoral impression waa that 
men would be put to work aa fast aa possi- 
ble. He had herd complaint from the re- 
lief committee and had at onco gone out to 
the park to aee what was being done ; h 
might any that ho wua rather disappointed 
that there were not more men at work. At 
tho rock crusher ho had found all the men 
who could possibly bo crowded there, but 
heard that some of tho men had refused to 
work because they had been asked to move 
the rock a little distance fruit tho crusher. 
Tho foreman had assured him that no suit- 
able man making application had been re- 
fused' work. He thought a greater number 
of men might bu put on without any serious 
disadvantage to tho council. The council 
wero porfectly awuro oi their duty in this 
matter, and would do their best to carry it 
out, but he did not believe it was right lo 
advertise for people outside of Ihe city 
to come and register themselves as paupers. 
The council was prepared to meet all de- 
serving cases inside the city limits, but men 
had been drawn from outside. For one, he 
did not care CO have a reflection cast upon 
the council ; they had been doing fairly 
well, ami when they expended tho money 
voted tho probability was t hat a further 
sum would be applied for. Not ono single 
ease of distress had been sent away from 
tho Cily Hull, wheie, independently of the 
Benevolent, Society, deserving persona had 
been supplied with groceries, coal, blankets, 
etc. Thi re hud been nothing said about these 
C\SC3. Five men had acknowledged to him 
that they had recently come from the othi r 
side to obtain work, and, no doubt, it waa 
owing to tho advertisements. He believed 
that the citizens of Victoria were willing to 
do all they could to relieve tho distress, and 
ho referred to the bridge on the Bumside 
road, for which a sum of $'J,5()U had been 
voted. The bridge was not yet two-thirds 
finished and there was §5,000 spent, which 
was the means of giving a number of men 
employment at a reasonable wage. 

Mr. Kitto spoke, advocating more public 
works for the relief of the people. 

Mr, Gordon said the committee were not 
givi.ig up because they were tired of the jib, 
hut rather becuuno they could do no mure. 
The corporation had not worked with them 
as they bad expected. He inatanced one 
case where the city engineer said he could 
not put more men on breaking stone because 
there were not any more hammers. When 
the city wanted men for the park, instead of 
coming to the committee they employed the 
men about the City Hall. This prevented 
carrying ont the committee's intention, 
which was to employ us many men as possi- 
ble ono week, und lay them (>(!' so aa to give 
another set of men a chance the next week, 
und so in somo measure evenly distribute 
the relief. Tho action of tho council not 
only confined tho money spent to one not of 
men, but put an end to tho usefulness of the 
committeo. 

Mr. Scaife asked the Mayor what con- 
struction the council placed on section 109 
of.tlie Municipal Act because it seemed to 
him that if the Dumber of inuu employed by 
tho corporation, thirty-six aa stated by His 
Worship, is meeting the requirements of 
that. elaiiBf, the council uro taking a very 
peculiar view of it, or else they are not 
acting strictly up to tho spirit in which the 
act was drawn. 

Mr. Boatock Baid that Mr. Rithet had 
expreaBed himself as satisfied with the men 
sent to him. Ho alBO spoko iu terms of 
praise of tho work of the B.C. Benevolent 
Society. 

Kev. Solomon Cleaver referred amorg 
other things to tho si'snt sufferers at home, 
the women and childron, and aaid ho would 
ho glad to know of any standing committee 
on di«tre8s to which deserving cr.ses could 
be referred for investigation anil relief. 

Mr. Burnes immediately gave tho name 
of a society that, irrespective of color, 
reed or nationality, never refused assist- 
ance to a deserving family or individual. 

Hia Worship said that ho had directed 
that tenders bo culled at once for tho com- 
pletion of tho surfaco drains, which would 
givo employment to a section of men at the 
regular wages, and also that the contractors 
wore to pay full wages, otherwiso they 
would not get their money from tho city. 

Mr. Davies pointed out that after all' 
thero was not more than two per cent, of tho 
population out of employment. 

Hia W orship aaid the Council waa pre- 
pared to alleviate tho distress as far as it 
was in their power, and for himself ho would 
promise to do hia utmost to got iho Council 
to increuso tho number of men employed. 

After aomo remarks to the same effeot by 
a fow other gentlemen, a vote of thanks waa 
paused to His Worship and tho meeting ad- 
journed.

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

The CJrenfell Murder Cime Verdict and Death 
Sentence— Political— Qrand Lodge, i.o.O.F. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 10.— (Special)— At Gren- 
fell, this morning, the jury in the murder 
trial announced that they had ccmo to a 
decision, which was "guilty of murder," 
The prisoners sUted through tho Italian in- 
terpreter that they wore innocent. Counsel 
asked leave to apply for a new trial, as tho 
rdictwaa against the weight of evidence. 
The judge said that ho did not see how the 
jury could come to any other de- 
cision. Ho then said: " Antonio Luciano 
and Antonio Dtgidio, you have been found 
guilty of tho horrible crime of murder, and 
it now devolves on nie to pass tho torriblo 
ntence of tho law upon you.
